Newspaper Plant Design Differs from Usual Planning 


AR restrictions in construction work by

Movement of populations due toe war in Consulting Engine 
dustries influenced the growth of cirenla 
tion in many areas, where architects and 
engineers were confronted with problems 
in planning these plants. In most cases 
this experience Was a new one to them 
In many instances they got the assistance 
of a consultant who specialized in this 
iype of work 

I shall attempt to discuss in this article 
the factors involved in a newspaper plant 
Which are different from the ordinary in 
dustrial building 

A newspaper plant is a factery which 
functions like any other plant in prin 
ciple; that is, (a) raw materials are re 
ceived and handled, ¢(b) manufacturing 
processes are arranged in sequence, (€c¢) 
the finished product is handled and dis 
tributed 

The difference between the ordinary 
factory and the newspaper plant is that 
in the latter a finished product is manu 
factured one or more times each day and 
disposed of at high speed. The raw ma 
lerials enter the plant in the form of 
news, ads, pictures via reporters, sales 
men, wire and wireless, The factory sup 
plies its lead for type, ink, paper and 
converts the text into print

established between adjacent depart 
ments. Conveying systems of various 
kinds are necessary to reduce manual 
handling of materials. For example, 
newsprint is lowered by means of auto 
matie devices to the reel room 

Track and dollies handle the newsprint 
to the reels which feed paper to the 
press. Conveyors bring the newspapers to 
the mail room, Other conveyors direct 
the bundles of newspapers to the street 
Copy is sent to the composing room by 
means of carriers or pneumatic tubes 
where the type is set. 

Stereotype plates are sent to the press 
by mechanical means. Metal is returned 
mechanically to the stereotype depart 
ment and composing room for remelting 
All these require structural features to 
contain conveying equipment as well as to 
carry their loads 

Where newspaper plants house radio 
studios, special isolation methods are de 
signed to eliminate transmission of vibra 
tion and noise from all mechanical areas. 
This has been successfully done where 
press equipment Was installed on its own 
isolated foundation 

In addition to the varying floor loads 
imposed on the building, the power re 
quirements are an important considera 
tion in the plant design. Heavy demand 
for power is divided between the press 
room and the composing room and stereo 
departments over and above that required 
by the building 

Clearances for equipment and provis 
tons for their installation is an important 
factor in floor design. The modern press 
requires at least 26 feet clear height and 
the use of permanent trolley beams over 
the press facilities during installation as 
an assembled unit. The tloor over the 
press room, regardless of its normal use, 
is subjected to a moving load of 20 tons 
during the period of press installation 

Foundations designed for press equip 
ment present some interesting problems 
The normal type of foundation consists 
of a reinforced concrete mat of sufficient 
strength to take the press load and its 
impact, and additional weight to give it 
mass inertia for absorbing vibration. This 
type is best suited for soil bottom

This means that the amount has been 
matched with state funds to raise the 
total to twice the federal total. 

Public Roads Administration figures 
show that about 68,741 miles of new high- 
ways have been built since 1945, when 
work was started on the post-war pro- 
gram. Texas was at the top of the list 
with 6,071 miles. The Lone Star State 
at the beginning of 1949 had 1,084 miles 
of highways under construction. Colonel 
Needles urges federal aid at the rate of 
$1,000,000,000 a year and says it would 
take $60,000,000,000 and 15 to 20 years to 
get American highways in shape to han- 
dle present and future traffic. 

The Construction Industry Information 
Committee, through its chairman, Melvin 
H. Baker, head of the National Gypsum 
Co., advanced the statement last month 
that cost of construction has risen less in 
the period during and after World War 
II than in the comparable period of the 
first world war. The rise from 1939 
through 1948 was 112 per cent while the 
increase in the 1914-20 period was 128. 
This means, he said, the relative rise in 
construction during the nine-year 
period through 1948 has been thirteen per 
cent less than in the 1914-1920 period.
